they dkl not appear to notice thu tein- 
pernture nt nil. 

Une morning In .Inttnnry 1 stood in 
per feet ninitaeinent ul their disreffnrdof 
the low temperature! They worked for 
at least Imlf an hour with haro hands, 
packing lip the tent and utensils, hand- 
ling thu packages mid lushing them to- 
gether with ley r-eul thongs, without 
experiencing the least apparent Inonn- 
venieuee. while I purtly fro re my fln- 
ger* striking n llglit for my pipu with n 
Hint and steel, the, wholo operation tak- 
ing not more thun three nilnulew. 

The night before, happening tn go 
out of the tent after our men had re- 
tired, 1 passed their cmnp, which was 
near by. Their Arc hud burned to a 
pilo ol .i iibers, barely nlfordlng nw 
light enough to distinguish the 
sleepers. They wore lying colled tip on 
small deerskins, with their backs to the 
cm ben and their fur eonU thrown 
loosely over their naked bodies. 

The coax of unu of them had slipped 
almost entirely oft his body, leuvlng his 
back nnd hhoulders exposed ton tem- 
perature of eighteen degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit, nnd, though his hair wax 
frosted, hu snored us soundly as if in 
sss&trtnblij uuwlcj*.

THE MONROE DOCTBtNK, 

Ttic tliBtarallan Oppoilag Foreign lo- 
larfarenca With t!l**Haulla AOUIrt. 
Briefly stnd broadly stated, the 
Monroe doctrlno ts our national pol- 
icy of opposing tho Interference of 
"-"urn point powers with tho poll Heal 
affairs of established popular govern- 
ment* In the Amurlcan hemisphere. 
Its origin, as related by tho New 
York Times, wni as follows: In 1822, 
nt a congress of Kuropean powers at 
Vermin. Daly, there was dlsoussod a 
project o( aiding Spain to recover 
her sway over her revolted American, 
colonics. This aroused strong indig- 
nation In tho I'nlted States nnd tho 
sentiment, "America for tho Ameri- 
cans," became a popular cry. In' the 
tollowlngycar— 1S**:1 — President Mon- 
r ( oo, after careful consultation with 
his secretary of state, John Qulnry 
Adams, unit with Thomas Jefferson 
Incorporated In his unnuul message 
tho following declarations: "That 
wo should consider any attempt on 
their part to extend their system to 
any portion ut this hemisphere 
as dangerous* to our peace and 
safety;"* and "that wo could not view 
any Interposition for tho purpose of 
oppressing (independent American 
governments) or controlling In any 
manner their destiny by any Euro- 
pean power In any other light than 
as a mnni'cHliitlon of an unfriendly 
dUposltlon-townrdtho United States." 
These declarations at onco became 
known as the M mi roe doctrine. They 
received popular approval ninths 
time and have always been adv 
since then. During tho late 
war Louis Napoleon, in contoii 
tho doctrine sought to establls! 
Aiehduke Maximilian as tltuli 
pecor of Mexico. Oivlng to tfioj 
patlon of tho national forces at homo 
tha effort then met with wily ii diplo- 
matic protest, but In ordinary time* 
ouch a measure would rouse the 
country to active opposition. In In- 
ternational affairs of to-day the doo- 
trluo has Its application In the way 
of deterring Kuropenn Intrigues. or 
armed Interference with Independent 
American governments.

The little screech-owl, well known 
In most parts of the country, Is 
imlefatlgabtn In its work o( destroy- 
ing mica and Insects. It inny oltea 
be scon at dusk hovering about barns 
and outhouses, watching (or mlco, 
or skimming over the Actus and 
along hedgerows, In search of grast- 
lmppors, crickets and beetles. Many, 
birds of this species have token up a 
rcsidouco In tho cities, having icarjiod 
to feed upon what tho llostou Tran* 
script colls that most destructive 
nuisance, the Knglish sparrow. In 
winter rural rciddonts often notice the 
tracks of mtco which form networks 
In the snow, crossing and recrosstng, 
passing In nnd nut of walls and stacks 
—to nil tng to show how act ice theso 
stnnll rodent* are when most of tha 
world sleeps, ttcc an tonally such • 
track stops abruptly, and, whllo the 
otiserver Is trying to rood more of 
tho- history written In the snow, his 
eyes call-h tho faint Impression of a, 
pair of wing tips near where the troll 
ends, and Instantly ha is made aware 
that a tragedy has been enacted, 
Screech owts also feed on the chip- 
munks, shrews, moles nnd occasion- 
ally bats, During warm spoils In 
winter they forage extensively and 
slnro up In their homes quantities of 
fotxl as a provision against inclement 
weather. 

Probably ihe most Important from 
an economic point of view among 
owls (s tho barn owt. Its food is al- 
most entirely made up of Injurious 
mam mala In tho West K foods large- 
ly on pouched gophers, and thu stom- 
ach contents of many Individuals ex-, 
amtued havo revealed Utile else than 
the romalns of those rodents. To, 
appreciate properly tho services ol 
this owl It must be remembered thnt' 
pouched gophers arc among the 
most, if not tho most, destructive 
mammals which inhabit this country. 
In various olhor localities It foods 
extensively on tho common rat Tho, 
great horned owl, which in the Bast, 
ts persistent In Its attacks on poultry' 
und game, kills Immense number* ot 
rabbits Jn rabbit Infested parts of the 
West, whero Its assistance Is Inval* 
uubtc to the farmer. It is much ad- 
dicted to eating skunKs, of which It 
devours great ntitnbcm where rer 
those objectionable animals are com- 
mon-
